CONGRATULATIONS TO | 
WINDSOR 

Thanks to jntervention by the provincial | 
Government of Ontario, the city of Windsor has 
had its entire civic debt refunded, the gross | 
amount being $34,630,527. New bonds to this | 
amount have been issued, and holders of the 
old bonds must turn them in and accept the new | 
ones, The principal of the debt is not changed. 
The holder will gét a new bond of the same face | 
value for each of the old bonds turned in. | 

But the interest rates on the new bonds are 
lower, The rates run from 1 per cent to a 
maximum of 4 per cent. They average out at 
one-half the former rates. While the change 
was being made, interest money was collected 
at the former rate and deposited “in trust.” Half 
of the $6,000,000 thus accumulated will go to the 
holders of the new bonds. The other half will 
go back to the city treasurer. 

With its average rate cut in half, Windsor will 
hereafter play two years’ interest with the 
amount it formerly had to pay as one years 
interest. The half of its interest money thus saved 
can be left in the taxpayers’ pockets by reducing 
taxation, or can be spent in public improvements. 

For this happy solution of its financial 
troubles, Windsor is indebted to action by the 
Government in setting 3 per cent as the maxi- 
mum average rate Windsor need pay on its 
bonds. That brought Mr. Fortin and the Bond 
Dealers’ Association to time. They had to re- 
fund the debt or get no interest—the money 
would be locked up “in trust” until they made 
a deal. They made a new deal—and paid the 
city officials handsomely for putting it through. 
Congratulations to Windsor and its taxpayers. 


DIFFERENT WITH EDMONTON 
Edmonton also was in financial diffjculties 

at the end of last year. It had run up a deficit 
for the year amot 1g to $1,000,000, after levy- 
ing a 55 mill tax rate. The bank, quite reason- 
ably, said this had to stop. The taxpayers also

city council candidates who had pledged them- 
selves to secure a reduction in bond interest rates 
and thus bring about a reduction in the tax rate. 

The Provincial legislature supplied Edmon- 
ton’s council with a lever with which to pry a 
refunding scheme out of Mr. Fortin and his asso- 
ciates, It said by statute no municipality in 
Alberta need pay more than 3 per cent on its 
bonds, the same maximum rate declared by the 
Government of Ontario. This act was to come 
into effect when proclaimed. That is, when 
municipal councils asked that it be brought into 
force. 

Edmonton's council was thus placed on the 
game footing as the Windsor council. It could 
get a prohibitory order, forbidding it to pay 
more than 3 per cent, by asking for it. But coun- 
ci] didn’t ask. Instead, it went into a huddle 
with Mr. Fortin. And, as might have been ex- 
pected, it came out of the huddle with a plan that 
does nothing more than extend Edmonton's debt 
over thirty years with no reduction of either 
principal or interest. The city is to go on paying 
4'2, 5, 6 and 7 per cent, as at present. 

Had council accepted the 3 per cent rate 
offered by the legislature, the saving to the tax- 
payers would have been $828,000 per year. Or, 
over a ten year period, $6,260,000, about one- 
third of the entire refunded debt of something 
more than $26,000,000. 

As they contemplate these figures, Edmonton 
taxpayers will feel more than ever that the 
taxpayers of Windsor are to be congratulated. 


THE CITY PAYS IN ADVANCE 

Two “concessions,” or supposed concessions, 
were all the Edmonton council was able to 
wheedle out of the obdurate Mr. Fortin 

Of the money now lying in the sinking fund, 
the city is to be allowed to spend $2,700,000 in 
power plant extensions or other capital under- 
takings. This is money the taxpayers have al- 
ready paid into the fund. What this concession

NO TAX REDUCTION HERE 
The settlement thus secured by Windsor is 
based on the view that a 40 mill tax rate is the 
most that could be levied safely on property in 
that city. To demand more would mean confis- 
cation of property, and therefore defeat the 
purpose of collecting more tax moncy. 
Edmonton's city Comptroller has said that 
to meet the city’s bond obligations as they now 
stand would require a tax rate of 78 mills, a rate 
obviously confiscatory, impossible of collection, 
and therefore destructive to the bond-holders’ 
chance of getting either interest or principal. 


But under the Fortin scheme, this rate is to 
be paid ultimately. For the immediate future 
the rate is to be cut down by 23 mills, but the 
taxpayers will pay the 23 mills later on, by the 
extension of the debt over the 30 year 
period. We pay in the long run for the tempor- 
ary easement. There is no reduction, now or at 
any time, in the amount that has to be eventually 
paid. 

The tax rate this year in Edmonton is 54 
mills, one mill less than last year. And in their 
report, published for information of the electors 
at the end of October, the City Commissioners 
state “Taxpayers must not expect any reduction 
below the present tax levy on account of the 
refunding scheme alone.” 

That is plain and straightforward. A 54 mill 
rate is the lowest the Fortin plan will permit, 
assuming other city expenditures to be continu- 
ed on the present scale. If there is to be tax 
reduction, that will have to be brought about 
by postponing improvements, starving services, 
slashing salaries and wages, or adopting some 
other measures of economy at the expense of the 
public—not the bond-holders. These are to get 
the last cent contractually due them, whatever 
happens to the tax rate, the city services, and 
the property of the taxpayers. 

Pondering this feature of the case, Edmon- 
ton taxpayers should not wait to write; they 
should wire congratulations to Windsor.@ 


THE TAXPAYERS’ OPPORTUNITY 


Edmonton voters were allowed no opportun- 
ity to express their opinions on this piece of fin- 
ancial jugglery. A majority of council, includ- 
ing aldermen elected last fall on the interest- 
reducing, tax-reducing platform, railroaded the 
deal, and voted to prevent the taxpayers having 
anything to say about it. 

But the agreement is not yet ratified. It has 
to secure sanction of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission before the city will be bound by it. 
Three of the aldermen who supported the plan 
are running for re-election. Ex-Alderman Fry, 
absent when the voting was done but approv- 
ing the plan, is running for Mayor. Ex-Alder- 
men Cleveley and East are running for re- 
election to the same offices. 

The fate of these gentlemen at the polls will 
be interpreted as reflecting taxpayer opinion on 
the Fortin plan. Admittedly, the test will not 
be a conclusive one. But it is the only test 
council has allowed, and the only one it could 
not prevent. Should they be elected, this will 
be heralded as showing there is a major public 
opinion favorable to ratification of the deal. 
Should they be defeated the Public Utilities 
Commission would be warranted in construing 
that as a verdict of taxpayer protest against the 
agreement. 

For the reason that there is no other issue 
upon which these candidates particularly de- 
serve defeat. Aside from the Fortin transaction 
their aldermanic course has not been one to stir 
up resentment in any volume large enough to in- 
terfere seriously with their chances of re-elec- 
tion. But they have refused to give the taxpay- 
ers any way to express opposition to their sur- 
render to Fortin, other than that of refusing to 
re-elect them to council. Should the taxpayers 
do this, they will thereby declare by the only 
means allowed them, that they demend a debt 
readjustment along the same lines as that ob- 
tained by Windsor.

The other, and chief, advantage obtained is 
that the city—should it be able to borrow else- 
where at lower rates—may buy in its outstand- 
ing bonds and cance! them. But it cannot buy 
the highest-rated bonds first. The bonds to be 
bought are to be chosen by lot, and when the 
tickets are picked out of the hat it may as easily 
be found that the lower-rated bonds have to be 
cashed first, 

That discounts the buy-in privilege heavily. 
Because it would not be worth taking a chance 
in the lottery unless money to buy bonds could 
be got for something less than 44% per cent. If 
it borrowed 4% per cent money to buy in 
4% per cent bonds, the city would be out of 
pocket by the amount of the costs of the double- 
operation. It would probably have to get money 
at less than 4 per cent to make the buying-in 
concession mean anything.

BACK TO THE STARTING POST 

It is worth noting that the position is now 
what it would have been last August if Mr.

Before disallowing the 
bank laws passed at Edmonton during the sum- 
mer, the Dominion Government suggested re- 
ferring them to the courts. When Mr. Aberhart 
said no, the Government at once performed its 
obvious duty to the Alberta public by vetoing 
bills it regarded as flagrant invasions of their 
rights as Dominion citizens, The Government 
could repeat that performance now if it chose 
but this time is in a position (because of the 
reservation of assent by the lieutenant governor) 
to bring about a court reference with or without 


| Mr. Aberhart’s consent. The Dominion author- 


ities have thus consistently taken the ground 
that when there seems to be a reason for federal 
intervention in provincial legislation a judicial 
review is desirable in the first instance—a posi- 
tion which not the most fervent Social Creditor 
can describe as tyrannical or undemocratic.— 
Winnipeg Free Press, 


CHAOS IN GERMANY 

“A nation which has gone through four years 
of war and fifteen of Marxism has no use for 
theological nonsense.” This dictum, uttered by 
Propaganda Minister Joseph Paul Goebbels, was 
the rallying cry of the Nazi regime last week as 
it took decisive action to end the Protestant 
phase for the four-year-old state-church fight. 
In one swoop, through the Prussian Superior 
Court, it outlawed the opposition Confessional 
Synod in the conviction of one of its pastors for 
taking a forbidden collection. 

Quick to give superlegal status to the verdict, 
the Ministry of Justice ruled: “The German 
Evangelical Church comprises only those mem- 
bers and groups that recognize the church re- 
gime established by Chancellor Adolf Hitler and 
his church ministers. It does not, however, recog- 
nize groups which contest the legality of the 
state-appointed church regime. The Confessional 
movement is no longer part of the German 
Evangelical Religious Association and thus has 
no claims for rights of religious association 
recognized by the state.” 

Can such tactics, which silenced the great 
political parties and war veterans’ organizations, 
succeed with religious enemies? Bismark met his 
most ignominious defeat in 1878 in his 
Kulturkampf against the Catholic Church, and 
Benito Mussolini in 1929 gave up a hopeless 
battle against the Vatican. 

Sitting in the Chancellery in the Wilhelm- 


strasse, Adolf Hitler was willing to bet his Iron 
Cross that he would succeed. Born of a Catholic 
family, the Fuehrer was reared a good Catholic; 
lost his faith like many another Austro-German 
in the mad days of the War. As he rose to power, 
he saw in the church only a stumbling block to 
his dictatorship goal, and attacked Catholics as 
roundly as he did Jews and _ Bolsheviks. 
Shrewdly, he disarmed a suspecting populace in 
1933 by declaring for a “positive Christianity” 
in his regime. 

Once in power, however, Hitler began to play 
a sly game with the 41,000,000 Protestants of the 
Lutheran and Reformed denominations and the 
21,000,000 Roman Catholics. With the Catholics 
he signed a concordat promising every possible 
liberty of action. With the Protestants he 
effected a merger, creating out of twenty-eight 
regional churches the German Evangelical 
Church with a Reich bishop at its head. 

Tackling the Protestant church first, his re- 
ligious janizaries promptly went to work. Mild 
Reichbishop Frederich von  Bodelschwingh, 
people’s choice, was deposed by Dr. Ludwig 
Mueller, ex-army chaplain, was made church 
head. Mueller flirted with an element within 
the Nazi religious folk known as the German 
Christians, who leaned to Nordic mysticism, and 
launched himself upon a blundering career 
which soon drew frowns from the Fuehrer him- 
self. 

Old-fashioned Lutherans and Calvinists de- 
murred, and a split in the merged Protestantism 
quickly resulted. Protesting against rewriting of 
psalms, revamping of rituals, placing of swas- 
tikas on altars, and holding services in brown 
Shirts, these dissidents formed the Confessional 
Synod. It embraced about twenty of the original 
twenty-eight state churches. Heading it was Dr. 
Martin Neimoeller, forty-five, Wartime sub- 
marine commander, ex-Hitler follower, who 
preached in the Jesus Christus Kirche in the 
Berlin subarb of Dahlem, and current is in 
prison awaiting trial for sedition. 

As usual! in church schisms, the two factions 
divided into moderates and extremists and fin- 
ally Chancellor Hitler named his fellow beer hall 
putschist of 1923, Hanns Kerrl, as Church Min- 
ister to end the chaos. Herr Kerrl showed which 
side he was on when he announced: “The ques- 
tion of the divinity of Jesus Christ is ridiculous 
and unessential. A new authority has risen as to 
what Christ and Christianity are—Adolf 
Hitler.” 

No German close to the Nazi generw! staff 
will deny that Adolf Hitler's real interest in the 
neopaganism which he holds is the only com- 
patible theism in his racist philosophy. He has 
supported it chiefly through the new National 
Church and his Hitler Youth movement. The 
National Church seeks to fuse Germanism and 
Christianity, believes that God revealed himself 
in Christ to the whole world and in Hitler to 
Germany. Its 1200 (out of a total of 22,000) 
pastors in the Protestant Church wear brown 
shirts and preach for the most part in beer halls 
owing to their hatred for “Jewish” church 
liturgy and symbolism. 

But the spearhead of Hitler's neopaganism is 
the 9,000,000-strong Hitler Youth. Their leader is 
Baldur von Schirach, a blond younyster more 
pagan than his mustached leader. Their prophet 
is Dr. Alfred Rosenberg, debonair ex-Russian 
officer, described by the Fuehrer as the thinker 
he most respects in National Socialism. Rosen- 
beg is editor of Hitler's personal news organ, 
Volkischer Boebachter, and bears the grandilo- 
quent title of Supervision, Instructor, and Educa- 
tion of the National Socialist Movement. 

Rosenberg rejects the Creator God, the Ser- 
mon on the Mount, the Cross, and the Resurrec- 
tion theory; he respects Jesus as a hero, but 
insists He was a Nordic superman. To him, too, 
God has revealed himself anew as Adolf Hitler. 

On Sundays, Von Schirach leads his young 
charges to ancient tribal meeting places and 
there preaches to them the heroics of Nordic 
mythology. In school the teachers inform their 
charges that they can disperse with Christianity 
~and they do not even have to tell their parents!

Ry DR. FRANK McCOY 

In yesterday's article I explained something 
of the way in which the gall bladder does its 
work; in the article for today I am going to dis- 
cuss some of the various ways in which the gall 
bladder may be affected adversely and. thus be- 
come sluggish or “sick.” 

The gall bladder may suffer from any factor 
upsetting the liver, and in addition any stoppoge 
or obstruction of the neighboring ducts may 
interfere with its proper drainage. It sometimes 
happens that the gall bladder duct leading away 
from it becomes closed as a result of catarrhal 
inflammation and this may prevent the bile from 
escaping and induce considerable trouble. 

The gall bladder may also be involved as the 
result of various disorders affecting the colon. As 
an illustration, the presence of excessive gas in 
a certain part may cause a pressure high up on 
the right side which will produce great discom- 
fort and the patient will then complain of a pain 
or dull ache in the upper right hand side which 
leads him to believe there is something wrong 
with the gall bladder. 

One of the functional disorders of the in- 
testine known as “irritable colon” may also upset 
the gall bladder through reflex action. This func- 
tional disorder responds remarkably well to the 
diet treatment and often the condition of the 
gall bladder will be caused to improve through 
the use of a diet which quiets down the irritated 
colon. 

One doctor has very correctly observed that 
usually the stomach, the gall bladder and the 
large intestine get into trouble together. A very 
definite circle is established and often one of the 
best ways to break in upon that circle is to put 
the patient upon the kind of diet which promotes 
better digestion and a better intestinal state. 

Sometimes the gall bladder is sluggish mainly 
as the result of little exercise and constipation 
and the removal of these two factors will have 
a favorable influence upon the gall bladder. 


Hospital records show that in many cases 
operations performed upon patients with dis- 
turbed gall bladders have been disappointing 
and at the present time there is a definite swing 
toward treating such cases by diet and other 
measures. In my own practice I have used the 
dieting and fasting method for many years and 
find that the gall bladder may often be returned 
to good health. Many patients thereafter remain 
free from gall bladder distress and also report a 
better functioning of both the stomach and colon. 
Evidentiy, in the same way these three organs 
may get sick together, they may also get well 
together. 

I find it a good plan to fast the patient on acid 
fruit juices, as these seem to stimulate a better 
flow of bile and also seem to cause the thick, 
stagnant bile to become thinner so that it flows 
more freely. I suggest that the patient use a 
grapefruit juice and olive oil emulsion which 
stimulates the gall bladder to empty to better 
advantage, giving it a little exercise and starting 
drainage. 

The patient is then given a careful diet, being 
told to avoid fried or greasy foods, rich dishes, 
and also excessive amounts of sugar and starch. 
in addition, the colon is encouraged to empty 
itself through the use of the enema daily—later 
the diet is arranged to provide the necessary 
vegetables to provide the bulk needed for normal 
evacuations. This combination treatment often 
returns the gall bladder to normal in every way, 
and if the patient will exercise and observe other 
good habits of living, he usually finds his 
troubles with the gall bladder are over and that 
he remains comfortable with the organ left in 
the body.

QUESTION—Mrs. O. J. asks: “Will you 
please explain how to cook coddled eggs?” 

ANSWER—Place the unbroken eggs in a 
deep pan which is not standing on the fire, and 
pour over them boiling water. At least one quart 
of water should be used to each two eggs. Allow 
to stand for from five to ten minutes. When 
broken open the eggs should havé“a*jelly-like 
consistency, but should at the same time be so 
well cooked that there is no transparent albumen 
which has not been coagulated. If the pan is 
covered, less time will be required to get the 
same effect, but it is possible more desirable to 
have the eggs cook very slowly for perhaps eight 
to ten minutes, as in this way they are cooked 
through more thoroughly.

| PROVISIONS 


Provisions of the exchange sys- 
| tem include: 
| The applicant must have had 
| three years experience in news- 
paper work and be under 35 years 
of age. 

She must be recommended by 
her own editor and be acceptable 
to the Canadian section of the Em- 
pire Press Union. 

She must pay her own way to 
the place where she is going. 

She is guaranteed a year's work 
with the newspaper which accepts 
her in exchange for one of its own 
employees. 


She must return to her own 
paper after a year.

of the best news story, editorial or 
articls with news value in it, pub- 
lisned in one issue and featured in 
the daily or weekly press within
